FOREWORD 


THE  works  of  art  in  this  exhibition  and  sale  are  from  the  collections 
of  a prominent  Pennsylvania  collector;  Robert  Laurent  of  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arch  E.  Horne  of  Ridgefield,  Conn.,  and  Edith  G. 
Halpert  of  New  York  City. 

The  list  of  items  includes  Paintings  and  Sculptures — Portraits, 
Landscapes,  and  Seascapes  in  Oil,  Water  Color,  and  Pastel,  Mourning 
Pictures,  Tinsel  Pictures,  Pennsylvania  Dutch  “Fractur,”  Drawings, 
Weather  Vanes  in  wood  and  metal,  and  a variety  of  Carvings  made  by 
craftsmen  and  amateurs.  There  is  a particularly  strong  group  of 
portraits  by  the  itinerant  portrait  painters  who  were  a feature  of 
American  provincial  life  before  photography  became  popular. 

These  works  make  an  important  and  representative  collection  of 
American  art  in  the  primitive  tradition.  For  a number  of  years  artists, 
private  collectors,  and  museums,  have  been  gathering  examples  of  this 
phase  of  the  American  art  tradition,  and  since  1930  there  have  been 
several  important  museum  exhibitions  of  the  material.  Many  of  the 
items  in  this  collection  have  been  shown  in  these  museum  exhibitions.

Most  of  the  works  in  the  sale  were  collected  in  New  England, 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  and  Maryland.  With  the 
exception  of  one  or  two  items  which  date  from  the  last  decade  of  the 
18th  Century,  and  one  or  two  which  date  from  the  period  immediately 
after  the  Civil  War,  the  material  dates  from  the  first  half  of  the  19th 
Century.  A few  of  the  paintings  are  signed,  but  most  of  the  paintings 
and  all  the  sculptures  were  made  by  anonymous  provincial  artists, 
whose  work  is  being  increasingly  sought  by  collectors  of  Americana. 

These  paintings  and  sculptures  are  fascinating  documents  from 
the  early  Republican  and  early  Victorian  periods.  Today  they  are 
highly  valued  by  collectors,  not  only  for  their  importance  as  histor- 
ical documents,  but  also  for  their  quality  as  works  of  art,  and  their 
significance  as  an  honest  and  straightforward  expression  of  American 
provincial  life  in  an  earlier  day.  They  have  in  high  degree  an  indi- 
vidual observation  of  nature,  vigor  of  handling,  and  a splendid  sense 
of  design.  They  have  the  charm  of  quaintness,  and  above  all  the 
freshness  and  forthrightness  of  an  indigenous  art  springing  directly 
from  the  soil  of  America  and  from  the  exigencies  of  American  life.
